The 
possibility that M iss Leegson 
was 
lured to ber death by an organized 
band of “ w hite slavers" while being 
Investigated by the police is not be­ 
lieved by them to offer a solution ot 
the 
m ystery. 
An 
investigation 
am ong the teachers at the University 
of Chicago and at the Art Institute 
Indicated that the m u rd ered woman 
had been known for her industry, 
that she had no men friends and that 
her nights had been spent in study. 
Her death was the result of str a n g u ­ 
lation, ai cording to L>r. T. J. Spritig- 
pr. corouer’s physician, who declared 
that from the appearances of 
the 
body Miss L eegson could not 
have 
been dead more than an hour aud a 
half before tho body was discovered.

Oct. G.— Senator 
Cummins today outlined in part tho 
reform plans of the so-railed “ con­ 
ciliation com m ittee” of Republicans 
and Progressives, which 
hopes 
to 
bring about the holding of a nation­ 
al convention early in 1910. 
The 
change 
in 
the 
representation 
of 
southern states in the national con­ 
vention is a secondary m a tte r in the 
program of the committee. 
With the 
added support of m any Republican 
leaders who did not participate 
in 
the “ get-togeth er” conference in Chi­ 
cago last spring, th ey will insist th a t 
the control of the Republican nation­ 
al committee over seating of dele­ 
gates in a national convention 
be 
abolished. 
“ The chief issue in 
this 
fight,” 
Senator C um m ins said 
today, 
“ is 
th at involving the method of select­ 
ing and seating delegates in the na­ 
tional convention th a t nomin ates the 
Republican presidential 
and 
vice­ 
presidential candidates. 
W e 
shall 
insist that the p resent rules be so 
modified and reconstructed that 
the 
Republican national com mittee 
will 
no longer have the power to make 
up a temporary roll of delegates or 
to pass on tile credentials of 
state 
delegates before they are seated in 
the convention. 
“ Where states have primary laws 
that govern the election of delegates, 
it will be an easy m a tte r to provide 
by party rule that the certificates is­ 
sued by local election officials shall 
be final evidence entitling the dele­ 
gates to s*-ats in 
the 
convention. 
Where such laws do pyt exist, how­ 
ever, I believe tiiiit Repul tilt an a u ­ 
thorities in each state, 
either 
the 
state committee or a special board 
should pass on all contests and set­ 
tle the eligibility bf delegations be­ 
fore they go to the national conven­ 
tions. 
“ We shall insist that some 
such 
chance as this bn m ade so t h a t the 
Republican national com m ittee will 
not in th e future Have th e power to 
temporarily seat contested or con­ 
testing delegations and thus virtual­ 
ly determ ine the control of the n a ­ 
tional convention. 
This question to­ 
gether with the proposal t h a t m e m ­ 
bers of the national com m ittee shall 
take office as soon as elected, in­ 
stead of leaving the control of the 
liatioual committee in the old com­ 
m ittee’s hands th ro u g h o u t the camp 
we believe to be the chief m atters 
of reform that m ust lie health with 
through a special natio nal conven­ 
tion.” 
Te call issued by Chairman 
Charles I). Hiliea, for a meeting of 
the national com mittee in W ashing­ 
ton, Dee. IG, has set 
in 
motion 
again the m ovement started 
early 
last sum m er by Senators Cummins, 
Jones, Crawford an d othe rs for the 
special national convention. 
The en­ 
dorsement given I he project a few 
weeks ego by tho New York Repub­ 
lican state convention added impetus 
to the campaign. 
It is proposed to 
bring all possible pressure to bear 
on m em bers of the national com m it­ 
tee before the date set for the meet­ 
ing in Washington, to induce them 
to agree to the holding of a national 
convention not later than next F e b ­ 
ruary. 
The advocates of the conven­ 
tion will vigorously o p p o s e ' any a t ­ 
tempt by the national com mittee to 
make the proposed 
changes 
itself, 
such action the reform leaders claim 
would not establish popular 
confi­ 
dence in the party re-organization as 
would a revision of rules made by a 
regularly called national convention.
